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STATE LIBRARY COMMISSION The State Library Commission held its second meeting of the 

year in Helena on Friday , March 3. All members of the Commis- 
sion were present, as was James Nybo , vice-chairman of the State Library Advisory Council. 
The Commission approved revised by-laws and policy statements governing operation of the 
State Library and administration of grant programs. Applications for grants were received 
from the Sagebrush Federation of Libraries , to support a one-year demonstration of service 
in Treasure County; and from the Pathfinder Federation of Libraries , to strengthen the 
capacity of the federation's libraries to meet increasing needs for service. The Commis- 
sion at its December 10 meeting had previously agreed to support a demonstration of fed- 
eration services in Northeast Montana, subject to the availability of funds. Action on 
these applications was not taken, pending appropriation of funds by the Congress. The 
budget request now before Congress will yield Montana some $55,803 less in LSCA Title I 
funds next year than it has this year, unless a larger appropriation is made. 

The Commission r s next regular meeting will be in Helena on Friday, July 7. Written appli- 
cations for grants under Titles I, II, and III of the Library Services and Construction 
Act must be received by the State Librarian three weeks in advance of that meeting date.
